O Federal election call looms, setting up mid-spring vote © NDP Leader Jack Layton 
might still support budget if there are changes he can accept, but not holding out hope 


The Harper government is set to fall Friday 
on a non-confidence motion, plunging the 
countiy into a fifth election campaign in 
just over 10 years and setting the stage for 
a vote in early May. 

The Conservatives knew their days were 
numbered after the opposition panned 
this week’s federal budget. But they would 
have preferred to be brought down on the 
budget vote, helping them to campaign on 
their financial plan. 

Instead, the Liberals have managed to 
delay the vote, making their non-confi¬ 
dence motion the election trigger. 


And the theme of that motion — respect 
for democracy and Parliament — is some¬ 
thing the Tories don’t want in the spot¬ 
light. 

The motion chides the government for 
showing contempt for Parliament by fail¬ 
ing to fully disclose the multibillion-dollar 
costs of its tough-on-crime agenda, corpo¬ 
rate tax cuts and plans to purchase stealth 
fighter jets. 

While an election appears unavoidable, 
both the Conservatives and NDP claimed 
yesterday that there was still a chance to 
steer clear.

Canada puts new curbs on food from Japan 


Canadian officials imple¬ 
mented enhanced controls 
on Japanese food imports 
yesterday, as fears mount¬ 
ed that the country’s ongo¬ 
ing nuclear crisis has 
contaminated its food sup¬ 
ply- 

Officials said Canadian 
consumers have no need 
to worry about the safety 
of their food. 

But the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency did an¬ 
nounce that in addition to 
existing controls, milk 
products, fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles from areas closest to 
the affected nuclear power 


plant will not be allowed 
into Canada without docu¬ 
ments verifying safety. 

“The Canadian food sup¬ 
ply is not at risk,” said 
Alice d’Anjou, a spokesper¬ 
son with the food agency. 

Japanese products only 
make up 0.3 per cent of 
Canada’s total food im¬ 
ports, and many of the top 
imports from the Asian na¬ 
tion — non-fermented 
green tea, sesame oil, scal¬ 
lops, sauces, and enzymes 
— will not be affected by 
the new rules. 

D’Anjou said Health 
Canada and food inspec¬ 


tors are “actively monitor¬ 
ing the situation” and the 
measures could be adjust¬ 
ed as circumstances 
change in Japan. 

The enhanced restric¬ 
tions are an additional 
safeguard to existing im¬ 
port controls, officials said, 
which already include 
monitoring for radioactive 
isotopes in shipments. 

Food imports from the 
Fukushima, Gunma, Ibara- 
lci and Tochigi prefectures 
surrounding the failing nu¬ 
clear plant are now under 
particular scrutiny, the 
agency said. 


In Japan, officials re¬ 
vealed radiation leaking 
from the nuclear power 
plant has caused Tokyo’s 
tap water to exceed safety 
standards for infants to 
drink, sending anxiety lev¬ 
els soaring. 

Residents cleared store 
shelves of bottled water. 

“I’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like this,” clerk Torn 
Kikutalca said, surveying a 
downtown Tokyo super¬ 
market where the entire 
stock of bottled water sold 
out.

B.C. on alert 

;► In British Columbia, the 
provincial health officer 
again urged Canadians 
yesterday to be prepared 
rather than panicked in 
response to Japan's 
nuclear crisis. 

► Dr. Perry Kendall reminded 
the public that radiation 
levels remain "minute” at 
monitoring stations along 
the West Coast. 

► Kendall said although 
there has been a tiny and 
expected increase in radia¬ 
tion levels, there is still no 


need to worry in B.C. 
Current levels are within 
the normal range and 
remain less than what a 
person would experience 
on a long-distance flight. 

► But pharmacies and mili¬ 
tary surplus stores in B.C. 
say the public is still scram¬ 
bling to buy medication 
for radiation exposure and 
supplies like Geiger coun¬ 
ters and gas masks. 

► Kendall warned, however, 
that taking the medication 
can be harmful in the 
absence of high levels of 
radioactivity.

Dirt has a bad image. 
Muck, we think: Yuck. 

But getting your hands 
dirty can also be 
irresistible, as every child 
knows. A major new muse¬ 
um exhibition in London 
asks visitors to think again 
about the filthy and the 
fetid, exploring the role of 
dirt as humanity’s enemy 
and ally in history, art, sci¬ 
ence and medicine. 

“Dirt is something we 
make and encounter every 
day,” said James Peto, sen¬ 
ior curator at the 
Wellcome Collection, 
where the exhibition 
opens today. 

Peto said the exhibition 
— Dirt: The Filthy Reality 
Of Everyday Life — 
explores both the good 
and bad sides of dirt. 


“Some of it, in the right 
quantities and the right 
place, is good for us,” he 
said. “Soil in the sense of 
‘soiled sheets’ is bad, but 
soil where vegetables grow 
feeds us. 

“And it’s where we all 
end up in the end.” 

Filth’s intimacy and om¬ 
nipresence may explain 
some of the terror and fas¬ 
cination that dirt — 


defined by the exhibition 
as “dust, excrement, rub¬ 
bish, bacteria and soil” — 
holds for us. 

We abhor it, but it’s also 
a mark of progress — the 
more cities, industry and 
civilization there are, the 
more dirt, and finding 
ways to dispose of it has 
taxed societies for 
centuries.

Glittering year ahead 
for luxury jeweller 


Luxury diamond retailer 
Harry Winston predicts a 
bright future this year as 
stronger demand for high- 
end goods pushes sales and 
profits higher.

Launching Diminished 
Fifth Records in 2007, a 
heavy metal record label, 
and co-owner of Red Tenta¬ 
cle, a music solutions com¬ 
pany that has helped 
independent bands since 
December 2010, Hogan is 
well versed in everything 
metal. 

“There is a great metal 
scene here that doesn’t get 
enough attention,” he 
says. “It’s been growing 
underground for years.” 

As the lead singer of Or¬ 
chid’s Curse, it was his 


own frustrations as a met¬ 
al musician that sparked 
the creation of Diminished 
Fifth. 

“There was no struc¬ 
tured support for heavy 
music,” he told me. “So I 
formed the label and to 
date we’ve released 15 al¬ 
bums.” 

In addition to lack of 
funding, negative stereo¬ 
types have been plaguing 
the heavy metal scene for 
decades. 

According to James 
“Munky” Shaffer, the gui¬ 
tarist for Grammy award¬ 
winning alternative metal 
band Korn, “People are 


afraid,” he told me on the 
phone. “Metal bands are 
associated with something 
negative, that it’s doing 
something bad to our 
kids.” 

Korn headlines the Mu¬ 
sic as a Weapon tour that 
comes to the Metro Centre 
on April 5. 

“People are looking to 
release their aggression in 
a healthy manner and 
that’s what we find at our 
concerts,” he says. “It’s bet¬ 
ter than buying a gun and 
shooting everyone in the 
local supermarket.”

O Habs ‘jacked up’ for first tilt with Bruins since Chara knocked out 
Pacioretty © Best revenge would be beating division rival, player says 


Zdeno Chara sat calmly at 
his locker, concerned 
more about beating the 
Montreal Canadiens in the 
tight division race than 
getting beat up by them. 

Tonight’s rematch 
comes 16 days after Max 
Pacioretty suffered a se¬ 
vere concussion and a frac¬ 
tured vertebra after a hard 
check by the Boston Bru¬ 
ins captain knocked him 
into a padded stanchion 
supporting a glass parti¬ 
tion between the teams’ 
benches. 

Might the Canadiens 
seek retribution on the 
ice? 

“I don’t know,” Chara 
said after practice yester¬ 
day. “We’ll see.” 

Montreal’s Ryan White 
thinks his team has more 
important business to 
handle. Boston leads the 
Northeast Division with 
90 points with 10 games 


left. Montreal is second 
with 87 and eight games 
remaining. There’s a de¬ 
cent chance they’ll meet 
in the first round of the 
playoffs. 

“We need two points,” 
White said. “We’re not go¬ 
ing to go in there and try 
and do anything stupid 
and get him back or any¬ 
thing like that. If you ask 
(Pacioretty), I think the 
biggest thing right now is 
for us to win. We’ve given 
ourselves an opportunity 
to catch these guys.” 

Chara is focusing on 
stopping a team that is 4-1 
against Boston this season.

“I’m glad that he’s do¬ 
ing much better,” Chara 
said. “It’s kind of surpris¬ 
ing good news.” 

He said he made “a few 
attempts” to reach out to 
Pacioretty but hasn’t re¬ 
ceived a response. 

The six-foot-nine Chara 
said he had no intention 
to hurt the six-foot-two 
forward. He received a ma¬ 
jor penalty for interfer¬ 
ence and a game 
misconduct but has never 
been suspended.

Taking away Crosby and 
Malkin from the Penguins 
might be the modern-day 
equivalent of the 1980s Ed¬ 
monton Oilers losing 
Wayne Gretzky and Jari 
Kurri at the same time yet, 
somehow, Pittsburgh goes 
into tonight’s key confer¬ 
ence matchup in Philadel¬ 
phia only five points 
behind the first-place Fly¬ 
ers. 

What the Penguins have 
done is play the kind of 
game they’ve never been 
known for playing — not 
since Crosby arrived in 
2005, not since Mario 
Lemieux debuted in 1984, 
perhaps not since the fran¬ 
chise was founded in 1967.
